Lincoln, 
Nob., Juno 
15.— Theodore 
Roosevelt appealed to tho nation to 
give generously and speedily to tho 
$100,000,000 war fund which the war 
council of tho American Red Cross is 
to raise for im m ediate Rod Cross needs 
next week. Speaking at the semicen­ 
tennial celebration of Nebraska state 
hood here, the colonel declared thai 
the Ret! Cross will be second in im­ 
portance only to the arm y as a factor 
in winning the war. 
Urging the whole country to support 
the most splendidly constructive work 
that ever confronted a nation, Colonel 
Roosevelt said in part:

A w onderful advance In lig h tin g 
m ethods may he forecast In th e a n ­ 
nouncem ent of an Invention 
by a 
P ittsb u rg h en g in eer and m a n u fa c tu r­ 
er nam ed Et hat) I. Dodd*. 
He ii re­ 
ported to have solved th e m y stery of 
th e firefly and worked out a method 
of m aking big, practical fireflies of 
his own. 
The “ lig h tn in g b u g ” baa alw ays 
been the envy of scientists because 
It produces lig h t w ith o u t heat. How 
It m akes th e lig h t has never been 
satisfacto rily explained. 
Mr. Dodds 
says th a t it sim ply absorb* d aylight 
o r su n lig h t and lets it o u t a t n ig h t 
according to its needs. 
He spent several h u n d red th o usand 
dollars an aly sin g th e tlrefly’s light 
p lant, isolating th e p a rtic u la r ele­ 
m ent th a t catches and holds th e light, 
com bining thut elem e n t w ith radium 
and applying It to his own use. The 
final r eau It Is a glass bulb coated 
inside w ith a w h itish substance, e n ­ 
closing an in n e r bulb, w ith a vacuum 
betw een th e two, a fte r th e m a n n er 
of a th erm o s bottle. 
He holds this 
double bulb In th e su n lig h t or sticks 
an Incandescent lam p inside It for 
a few' seconds, and then It gives ont 
a steady, cold lig h t w hich doesn’t 
wholly fade for several hours.

Five Reasons W h y Excessive T ax es at 
the Outset of W a r Are D is a d v a n t a g e ­ 
ous— Great Britain E x am p le W orthy 
of E m ulati on— How th e T a x e s Should 
Be Apportioned.

On May 23, 1917, the House of Rep­ 
resentatives passed an act “to provide 
revenue to defray w ar expenses and 
for other purposes*” 
In the original 
bill as presented by the Committee of 
vFays und Means, the additional reve­ 
nue to be derivivl was estim ated at fl,- 
810,420,000. The am endm ent to the In­ 
come tax, which was tacked on to the 
bill during the discussion in the House, 
was expected to yield another $-10,(HJO. - 
OOO or $§0,000,000. 
In discussing the House bill, two 
problems arise: 
I. How much should be raised by 
taxation? 
II. In w hat m anner should this sum 
be raised? 


I. How Much Should Be 
Raised by 
T a x a tio n ? 
How was the figure of $1,800,000,000 
arrived at? The answ er is simple. When 
the Secretary of tho Treasury came to 
estim ate the additional w ar expenses 
for the year 1017-1S, be calculated that 
they would am ount to some $0,600,- 
000,000. of which $3,000,000,000 was to 
lie allotted to the allies, and $3,000,- 
000,000 was to bo utilized for the do­ 
mestic purposes. 
Thinking that it 
would be a fair proposition to divide 
this latter stun la*tween loans and 
taxes, he concluded th at the amount 
to be raised by taxes was $1,800,000.- 
000. 
There are two extrem e theories, each 
of which may lie dismissed w ith sennt 
courtesy. 
The one Is that all war ex­ 
penditures should he defrayed by loans. 
and the other is th at ail war expendi­ 
tures should be defrayed by taxes 
Each theory Is untenable. 
It Is Indeed true that the burdens of 
tho w ar should be lmrne by the pres­ 
ent rather than the future generation; 
bat this does not mean that they should 
he borne by this year’s taxation. 
Meeting a ll war expenses by taxation 
mnkcy tho taxpayers In olio or two 
years l»c«r the burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over n 
decade within the Kame generation. 
In the second place, when expend! 
Hires approach the gigantic sums of 
prnscnt-day w arfare, the tax-only pol 
Icy would require more than the total 
surplus of social Income. 
W ere this 
absolutely necessary, the ensuing hav­ 
oc in tho economic life of tbecom m uni 
ty would hove to be endured. 
But 
where the disasters are so great ami 
at the same time so unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may lie declared Im 
practicable. 
Secretary McAdoo bad tim right in­ 
stinct and highly commendable cour­ 
age in deciding tIntt a substantial per 
lion, at least, of the revenues should 
lie derived from taxation. 
But when 
he hit ni**n Hie plan of 60-50 per cent., 
that is, of raising one half of all do­ 
mestic w ar expenditures by taxes, tin* 
question arises whether lie dill not go 
too far. 
Tho relative proportion of loans to 
taxis* Is after all a purely business 
proposition. 
Not to rely to a large ex­ 
tent on loans at the outset of u war is 
a mistake. 
Disadvantages of Excessive Taxes. 
The disadvantages of excessive taxes 
at the outset of the w ar are as follows: 
1. Excessive taxes ou consumption 
will cause popular resentm ent. 
2. Excessive tuxes on Industry will 
disarrange business, dump enthusiasm 
aud restrict the spirit of enterprise at 
the very time when the opposite is 
needed. 
3. Excessive taxes on incomes will de­ 
plete the surplus available for invest 
ments and Interfere wit Ii tile placing of 
the enormous louns which will tie neces­ 
sary in any <*yent. 
4. Excessive taxes on wealth will 
cause a serious diminution of tile in­ 
comes which are at present largely 
drawn upon for the support of educa­ 
tional aud philanthropic enterprises. 
Moreover, these sources of support 
would lie dried up precisely at the time 
when the need would be greatest. 
5. Excessive ta x atio n a t the ou ts et of 
the w a r will reduce the elasticity a v a il­ 
able for th e increasing d s m a n d s t h a t 
are soon to coms. 
Great Britain’s Policy. 
Take G reat Britain as an example. 
During tile first year of the w ar aho 
Increased taxes only slightly, in order 
to keep Industries going at top notch. 
During the secoud year she rulseal by 
new taxes only U per cent, of her war 
expenditures. 
During the third year 
she levied by additional taxes (over 
and above the pee-wur Jewell only 
slightly more than 17 tier cent. of hor 
war expenses. 
If we should attem pt to do us much 
in the first year of the w ar as Great 
Britain did in tile third year It would 
suffice to raise by taxatiou $1,250,000, 
OOO. 
lf, In order to be absolutely on 
the safe side, it seemed advisable to 
increase tho sum to $1,500,000,000, this 
Jtould, In our opinion, be the maxi 


in considering the apportionm ent os 
the extraordinary burden of taxes In 
war times certain scientific principles 
are definitely established: 


How Tax^* Should Ba Apportioned. 
(1) The burden of taxes must be 
spread as far as iKissible over the 
whole community so us to cause euch 
individual to share in the sacrifices ac­ 
cording to his ability to pay and ac­ 
cording to his share in the Government. 
(2) Taxes on consumption, which are 
necessarily borne by the community a t 
large, should he imposed as far as pos­ 
sible on articles of quasi luxury rather 
than on those of necessity. 
(3) Excises should lie imposed as far 
as possible upon commodities in the 
hands of the final consumer rather 
than upon the articles which serve pri­ 
marily us raw m aterial for further 
production. 
(4> Taxes upon business should be 
imposed uh far as possible upon net 
('antings rather than iqwin gross re ­ 
ceipts or capital invested. 
(Cd Taxes upon Income which will 
necessarily be severe should be both 
differentiated and graduated. T hat Is, 
there should be a distinction between 
earned und unearned incomes and there 
should be a higher rate upon the larger 
incomes. 
It Is essential, however, not 
to make the income rate so excessive 
as to lead to evasion, adm inistrative 
difficulties, or to the more fundam ental 
objections 
which 
have 
been 
urged 
above. 
(ii) The excess profits which ore due 
to the w ar Constitute tin* m ost obvious 
and reasonable source of revenue d u r­ 
ing w ar times. 
But the? principle upon 
which these war-proflt taxes are laid 
m ust be equitable in theory and easily 
calculable In practice. 


Th® Propos ed Income T ax. 
Tile additional Income tax as passed 
by the House runs up to a rate of tit) 
per cen t This Is a sum unheard of in 
the History o f civilize!* society. It m ust 
lie remem bered th at It was only after 
the first year of the w ar that G reat 
Britain Increased her Income tax to the 
maximum of 34 per cent., and th at 
even now In tho fourth year of tho w ar 
the Income tax docs not exceed 42!a 
per cent. 
It could easily be shown that a tax 
with rides on m oderate incomes sub­ 
stantially 'ess than in G reat B ritain 
and on the larger Income* about as 
high. would yield only slightly less than 
the $532,000,000 originally estim ated Iii 
the House bill. 
it is to be liojicd that the Senate will 
reduce the total rate on the highest In­ 
comes lo 34 lier cent, or af most to 40 
lier cent, mid that at the sam e tim e it 
will reduce the rate on the sm aller in­ 
comes derived from personal or profes­ 
sional earnings. 
lf the w a r conti nues we ehall have to 
depend more and more upon th e In ­ 
come tax.* By imposing excessive ra tes 
now we a re not only end a n g e rin g th e 
future, but are inviting all m a n n e r of 
difficulties which even G rea t B ritain 
has been able to escape, 
Conclusion. 
Tin' House bill contains other funda­ 
mental defects which may be sumtmsl 
up us follow s: 
(I) 
It pursues an erroneous principle 
in imposing retroactive taxes, 
(2> It selects an unjust and unw ork­ 
able criterion for the excess profits tax. 
<5) 
it proceeds to an unhesrd-of 
height In the Income tax. 
(4) ll Impost's unw arranted burdens 
upon the consumption of the commu­ 
nity. 
(5) It Is calculated to throw business 
into confusion by levying taxies on gross 
receipts instead of upon commodities. 
(til It fails to mala* a proper use of 
stam p taxes, 
(Ti It follows an unscientific system 
in its fiat rate oil Imports. 
(Si It includes a multiplicity of pet­ 
ty and unlucratlve taxes, the vexatious­ 
ness of which is out ('fall proportion to 
the revenue they produce.

it Is unnecessary 
To do even this 
would be to do more than has ever 
been done by any civilized Govern­ 
ment in tim e of stress. 
(2) 
The excesa-prottts tax basial upon 
a sound system ought to yield about 
$500,000,000. 
(3> The Income-tax schedule ought to 
tie revised with a lowering of tile rates 
oil earned incomes iw'lo'w $10,000, and 
with an analogous lowering of the 
rates on tile higher incomes, so as not 
to exceed 31 per cent, 
A careful cal­ 
culation shows that an Income tax of 
this kind would yield some $450,000.- 
•400 additional. 
(4) 
The tax on whisky and tobacco 
ought to remain approxim ately us it Is, 
with n yield of al*out $230,000,000. 
These three taxes, together with tho 
-tam p tax at even the low rate of the 
House hill, and with an improved au­ 
tomobile tux, will yield over $1,250,- 
HX),000, which is the am ount of money 
thought desirable. 
The above program would be in har­ 
mony w ith an approved scientific sys­ 
tem. 
It will do away with almost all 
ofvthe complaints that are being urged 
against the present 
It will refrain 
from taxing the consumption of tho 
lKX>r. 
It will throw* a far heavier burdeu 
upon the rich, but will not go to the 
extrem es of confiscation. 
It will ob­ 
viate Interference w ith business and 
will keep unim paired the social pro­ 
ductivity of the community. 
It will establish a just balance be­ 
tween loans and taxes and wijl not 
succumb to the danger of approaching 
either the tax-only i*oliey or the loan- 
only policy. 
Above all, it will keep 
an undisturbed elastic margin, which 
must be more aud more heavily draw n 
upon as tho w ar proceeds.

FOOD TAX TO FORGE 


DISTILLERS TO HUIT 


W ashington, June 13.—A prohibitory 
tax on foodstuffs used in m aking bev­ 
erages, tentatively agreed to last week 
by tike senate finance com m ittee, was 
still further increased und then was 
formally w ritten into the war tax biU. 
The new 
rate is 
$60 a hundred 
pounds instead of $20 a bushel and 
representatives of the distillers de- 
d a re it unquestionably will be effec­ 
tive in forcing suspension of the dis­ 
tilling industry. 
The section also prohibits im ports 
Hon of distilled beverages. 
O ther liquor tax increases we$e ap­ 
proved by 
the com m ittee 
virtually 
without change from the house sched­ 
ules. 
The m anufacturers’ tex of 5 
per cent on alcoholic goods, cam eras, 
patent medicines, perfum es and cos­ 
m etics was reduced to 2 per cent and 
a substitute tax on scalpers’ sales of 
tickets was adopted, m aking the rate 
from 5 to 50 per cent instead of 50 
per cent flat.
